Slightly more than year ago, when inspect- 
ing the large patio garden Mrs. William 
Boone, Sr., Jalapa, state Veracruz, México, 
was very much intrigued bloom- 
ing vermilion-flowered Epiphyllum. was told 
that this plant grew wild the Jalapa area, and 
that the plants the Boone garden had been 
obtained many years ago from the Barranca 
near the Through the kindness and 
courtesy Mr. William Boone, Jr., was 
able inspect the plants the species their 
native haunt this barranca (canyon) which 
only kilometer northwest the limits 
the city Jalapa, and very near the México- 
Jalapa highway. 

that time (February 16, 1943) the plants 
the barranca were bloom, but because the 
blooming plants were growing high almost 
unclimbable trees specimens were then ob- 
tained. August 29, 1943, revisited this 
locality and found the plants again bloom; 
this time small plants, growing mossy 
rocks the barranca wall, were secured and 
sent the New York Botanical Garden. 
third visit the Barranca Sedefio, May 
15, 1944, the plants were blooming again. Liv- 
ing plants collected this date have been sent 
the Missouri Botanical Garden, 
ium specimens the flowers have been sent 
both this institution and the New York Bo- 
tanical Garden. The accompanying plate has 
been drawn from one the specimens obtained 
this third visit the barranca. 

Inasmuch descriptions Epiphyllum Acker- 


which species the material 
under consideration referable—available 
state that the species unknown outside 
cultivation, has seemed advisable accom- 
pany the illustrative plate with description 
drawn from the specimens (Gilly 118/44) 
collected May 15, 1944. This description 
follows: 

Epiphytic; pads subfleshy, oblanceolate ob- 
cms. long, 3.5 wide, 0.5 mm. 
thick except for the subprominent midrib about 
mms. diameter, regularly irregularly 
crenate, the crenations cms. long and 
0.5 1.5 cms. wide near their apices, medium 
glaucescent both surfaces when young; the 
young growth axillary sprouts nearly cylindri- 
cal distinctly 4-angled, mms. diam- 
eter with minute sub-areolate spine clusters 
the angles.

paler and more yellowish color than the re- 
mainder the segments; sub-petaloid bracts 
the ovary and perianth tube varying from 
apple green red-tipped, entirely vermilion 
color. Stamens numerous (from con- 
siderably more than 100 per flower), attached 
four distinct ranks pale creamish-white 
pseudo-corona, zygomorphic anthesis, un- 
equal length, the longest least 8.5 cms. 
filaments thread-like, pale greenish-white 
base, gradually shading below the middle into 
rose-vermilion; anthers waxy white except 
the sometimes pinkish tips, mms. long, 
slightly less than mm. diameter, basifixed. 
Style hollow base, opening both externally 
between the stigmas and basally into the ovary, 
whitish base but the same color the

The actual extension the geographical dis- 
tribution this species has not yet been de- 
termined. There are rumors that also grows 
wild the vicinity Cordoba, approximately 
seventy kilometers (about forty-two miles) 
the south Jalapa, but these rumors are still 
unconfirmed. The three blooming periods 
this species, which have observed, are appar- 
ently correlated with period quite dry 
weather several weeks prior each 
visits; whether there are other factors that 
govern the frequency the bloom 
lum Ackermannii the Barranca 
and also the length the blooming period, 
not yet definitely known. should remem- 
bered, however, when growing this species 
cultivation that the Jalapa region normally 
quite moist and that late afternoon and night 
fogs are almost daily occurrence through 
much the year.

Adromischus festivus has become widely 
disseminated under the erroneous name 
Adromischus Cooperi that was considered ad- 
visable show this fig. Adrom. Cooperi, 
that the characters which they differ might 
clearly seen and also because Adrom. 
known only from this fig. and not culti- 
vation, far known, the present time. 

Bakers’ description also given here, 
scarcely all caulescent. The

CACTOGRAPHS with description Euphorbia 
splendens, one the handsomest spurges come out 
Madagascar. This species certainly deserves its 
descriptive specific name, for truly splendid 
plant, worthy high place any collection, 

was thought that Christ’s thorny crown 
was made from the prickly stems this plant. 

course, this not true, for doubtful that 
the plant was known the Holy Land twenty cen- 
turies ago. The old timers had vivid imaginations 
and the legend about the “Crown still 
exists. The forbidding stems this plant are not 
really vicious they appear, but they can easily 
twined into thorny crown that will look like the 
real thing. 

Euphorbia splendens much branched plant with 
olive-gray, elongated stems that are beset with numer- 
ous, long, more less strong, straight thorns. These 
prickles are usually inch long and arise from tuber- 
cles arranged more less spiralling fashion. 
They are ox-blood red color, but soon assume 
the gray tinge the stems. The leaves vary size 
and shape; they can described obovate spatu- 
late and attenuated toward the base and marked 
small mucro abrupt tip the rounded apex. 
color, they are deep bright green; texture, soft and 
scarcely succulent, with prominent midrib and sev- 
eral lateral parallel veins. 

Primary flowering stems are often inches long, 
the secondary ones issuing from their apex and dicho- 
tomously dividing form cyme. The colorful 
are really bracts, just like those see the 
Christmas Poinsettia, and which surrounds involu- 
cre male and female flowers. There are normally 
two bracts each involucre and color they may 
scarlet, deep pink (rose doree) bright red. 
possible that there may several strains 
bia splendens. 

given full sun, the bracts usually color deeper, 
but shade they fade considerably. These bracts are 
united the base where they form cup-like cavity 
and immediately within greenish involucre, also 
cup-shaped, which contains number good and 
abortive male flowers (consisting only 
stalk supporting stamen) and solitary female 
flower pistil. 

The Crown Thorns blooms more profusely dur- 
ing the winter months, but has flowers almost the 
whole year around. Smoke affects the leaves turn- 
ing them yellow overnight and these soon fall. The 
plant can watered daily and will grow luxuriantly 
full sun. 

now appears that the correct name for the Crown 
Thorns should Euphorbia Milii but doubt- 
ful whether this name will ever come into popular 
usage and supplant splendens. You can rest as- 
sured that the latter name will remain always, because

For the past six months Saltillo has been 
home and certainly located cactus fan’s 
paradise. gives first hand opportunity 
observing many the plants their native 
habitat which before only knew pot plants. 

This area teeming with desert plant life, 
and sure that there are many unnamed 
species found localities off the main 
routes travel. not all unusual find 
certain species growing very limited local- 
ity. many areas there has been botanical 
collecting done for more than fifty years. 

have been the field numerous locali- 
ties between Monterrey, Nuavo Leon and Pal- 
mito Durango, and enjoy greatly, especially 
when one finds unrecognized plant crest. 
Speaking the latter they are means 
common, and should have greater appre- 
ciation for them. far have been fortunate 
enough find five species crests and ven- 
ture say have actually seen millions cacti 
the wild.

me. was found only very limited area 
near the floor one the numerous mountains 
near San Pedro Coah. small plant, the 
largest being not over ten inches tall and the 
pectinate type. What particularly noticeable 
the root structure, which, can seen 
the picture quite enlarged. This feature 
much more noticeable young plants. 


No. very beautiful also unrecog- 
nized me. was found the State 
Durango near the town Mapimi. only 
succeeded finding the three large ones shown 
the picture, and two small ones they grew 
between rocks and was very hard 
see. very small plant, not more than two 
inches diameter. What particularly out- 
standing are the spines. The radials are all 
quite plumose while the longer hooked centrals 
are very pubescent. would very interested 
knowing anyone can recognize the 
picture.

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SELENICEREUS 

June Mid-season for Selenicereus (Seleni 
prefix means moon) vining around over ropes 
which hammock the stems. Put cloth shades 
early enough last month protect them from bleach- 
ing; shades aie muslin strips thumb-tacked the 
wood mullions supporting the glass. This genus does 
not like high temperatures, strong sunlight lean 
soils. One the most consistent flowering groups 
the Cereeae that own. keep the ventilators and 
doors open daily keep the temperature below 90° 
possible, even then some the buds have blasted. 
Buds which develop short stems near the pot, in- 
variably mature even when weather hot. spinu- 
losus fruit dropped, remains bloom still attached 
which opened May Had hoped 
fertilize. 

June macdonaldiae bloomed tonight. One 
those unbelievable cactus blossoms—open few hours 
and are gone. Largest the Moon Cereus. Growing 
twelve-inch pot rich humus, one-fourth sand, 
with liberal top dressing kiln-dried cow manure. 
Roots Selenicereus are invariably surface feeders 
from observations, not cultivate the top 
soil. Applications manure mixed with sand make 
unnecessary repot oftener than every two 
three years. For those who wish conserve 
space and protect from heat would suggest twin- 
ing the stems around trellis wire wood 
desirable height for space allowed. 
donaldiae has six branches four ten feet long from 
the main six-foot stalk. Three other buds are de- 


veloping present during the cool spell are 
having. donkelaerii ready open tomorrow, 
one the more delicate blooms this genus with 
narrower tube (quite snakey). 

June murillii, the thinnest stemmed those 
own, now over eight feet tall and climbing 
rope which twisted about the beginning. Has 
had all the cultural advantages the others (soil, 
water, fresh air, shade), but doesn’t bloom.

June vagans bloomed three foot rooted 
cutting which has persisted sending out new shoots 
from the base only.

June 19. pteranthus bloomed, stayed until 
who had asked phone them said they will 
come tomorrow night. says you'll 
not see show.

The weather also ideal this 
time. Days are sunny and warm, nights are 
clear and crisp. 

the time reached Oklahoma, the scenery 
had changed considerably—mostly 
land and not very interesting. The roads stretch- 
ahead mile after mile like ribbon until 
became monotonous. was also the lookout 
for cacti along the way, but did not see any 
except few here and there front 
lawn porch. 

traveled Highway all the way 
Amarillo, Texas, where turned off 70. 
Texas was lot like Oklahoma. were re- 
lieved when reached New Mexico. had 
expected the scenery change immediately 
upon crossing the Stateline, but for number 
miles was quite similar the two previous 
states. 

That night spent Roswell and the fol- 
lowing morning after leaving Roswell, be- 
gan see signs cacti—mostly chollas and 
occasional mound low-growing cacti that 
appeared variety Echinocereus, but 
could not definitely say because went 
fast.

Some folks are natural born cactus lovers, others 
gradually acquire liking for the plants and few 
souls actually are forced work with the spiny 
brutes against their wish. Lend your ears, for 
this secret. Our good friend, Robert Peebles 
Sacaton, Arizona, any too fond cacti 
from the start, but when his cactus-loving colleague, 
Leding, and later Loomis were transferred 
other Experimental Stations, they left him heir 
their cactus garden. Peebles, that time, was actively 
engaged collecting and studying Arizona plants, 
began feel that was his duty get acquainted 
with the State’s most characteristic plant group. His 
early efforts towards good cactus herbarium proved 
rather disastrous but later years worked out 
good technique which enabled him secure good 
results. Should you interested cactus herbar- 
ium advise you read Peebles’ excellent article, 
1942, JOURNAL. 


Bob Peebles Associate Agronomist 
Division Cotton and other Fiber Crops and Di- 
seases the Bureau Plant Industry and has been 
stationed Sacaton for years. 1928 took 
time out work the Division Horticulture, 
mainly with dates, but came back into cotton 1936. 
Way back 1925, Peebles, along with his colleagues, 
thought would good idea get acquainted with 
native plants their locality, and start local her- 
barium. This project immediately broadened out 
include plants from any locality they happened 
visit, and later they made special collecting trips 
get Arizona specimens. Finally, under pressure 
having write flora the State with Dr. Thomas 
Kearney, Peebles made trips into such remote 
localities Kayenta, Pipe Springs, White Mountains, 
San Francisco Peaks, Kaibab Plateau and others but 
most this botanical work was sandwiched be- 
tween regular cotton work. Mr. Peebles responsi- 
ble for new names the Cactaceae and one the 
Amaryllidaceae, including Agave chrysantha (1935), 
(1936), Opuntia flavescens 
(1937), Opunta Loomisii (1938), later relegated 
into synonymy under plumbea, Echinocereus recti- 
spinus (1938) and robustus (1940). peculiar 
small cactus, Navajoa Peeblesiana, was dedicated 
this zealous botanist Dr. Leon Croizat only year 
ago. 


few weeks ago had the pleasure talking once 
again with Charles Swingle the De- 
partment Agriculture. Whenever think him 
there comes mind the intisy plant 
and host Kalanchoids which helped intro- 
duce this country. was 1928 that Dr. Swingle, 
along with his associate, Dr. Henri Humbert the 
University Algiers, landed Madagascar 
assignment hunt for the few remaining Intisy rub- 
ber trees, which one time were the cheapest and 
best source raw rubber available. Once Intisy grew 
profusion the island and its coagulating tree sap 
was commercially exploited, much that nearly 
1,000,000 Ibs. rubber was exported annually. Too 
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deep gashing rush the latex flow killed the Intisy 
trees, and 1929 they had become almost extinct. 
The original idea behind the Humbert-Swingle expedi- 
tion was hunt down, possible, one more re- 
maining plants from which start America might 
made. large quantity the trees was found 
but number small healthy plants were dug up, 
shipped the United States and carefully nurtured 
Washington. One these plants now thriving 
our own Missouri Botanical Garden, where can 
seen the Cactus House. 

Among the Kalanchoids, Kalanchoe tomentosa, with- 
out doubt, one the finest Dr. Swingle’s intro- 
ductions. Next importance the tall growing, 
plush-leaved Kalanchoe beharensis, which apparent- 
the tallest Crassulaceous plant known exist. 
Others, like Bryophyllum daigremontianum, are now 
useful outdoors the warmest parts the United 
States and pot plants throughout the rest the 
country.
